CHEERING THE SETTLER. 

Although it is difficult to be¬ 
come enthusiastic over the regu¬ 
lations of tfas Dominion Soldiers' 
Settlement Board as applied to 
this Provines the Homes Branch 
of the Department is undoubted¬ 
ly performing an extremely 
Valnahle service in the rural 
communities of the country as s 
whole. It is not enough to turn 
)he soldier and his bride into the 


isolation of his newly-acquired 
holding and forget them. The 
first twelve months in new sur¬ 
roundings 1 are the test of grit 
and staying power. Many of the 
men who have availed them¬ 
selves of the Soldier Settlement 
Act come of pioneering stock. To 
them it is second nature to clear 
the brush and lord it over virgin 
soil. Others are less able to 
rough it and find it difficult to 
resign themselves to an exist¬ 
ence which provides such a strik¬ 
ing contrast to those conditions 
to which they have long become 
accustomed either in this or 
other countries. These are the 
case^ with which the Homes 
Branch concerns itself. Ita 
feminine missioners take a lit¬ 
tle kindly cheer to the soldier- 
settler's wife and add a touch 
of encouragoment to Canada'g 
official welcome. This is valu¬ 
able work. Too much cannot be 
done to improve the amenities 
of rural life if the trek citywards 
is to be |tenuued. 


INSTITUTIONAL CARE. 

There are s number of people 
in this Province and elsewhere 
who do not understand what it 
means to suffer with anything 
more serious than the finger 
ache. Even those who are on 
speaking terms with some %t the 
major ailments to which man¬ 
kind is heir do not grasp the 
hopelessness with which the in¬ 
dividual who is s victim of 
tuberculosis is faced unless he 
may drop everything upon the 
instant he gets his medical ulti¬ 
matum and commence a proper 
course of treatment. In many 
cases he is compelled to follow 
his ordinary calling after a 
month or two of rest. But his 
fata is sealed unless he may con 
tinu* to follow the instructions 
of his medical adviser. He may 
not trifle with phthisis and im¬ 
agine that it will “wear off.” 
None the leas it is daring this 
stage that he is a real menace to 
the community and a danger to 
himself. He is instructed how 
to live and thr customary 
“don’ta” are impressed upon 
him by his doctor; his diet and 
recreation are prescribed; bnt | 
the trouble lies in the fact that 
he is too new to the rigid rules 
of treatment to comply with the 
essential minimum adherence 
which shall afford him relief and 
arrest his malady. It is because 
of that unwitting natural disin¬ 
clination to reverse one’s mode 
of living on the instant—for im¬ 
mediate and drastic amendments 
are imperative—that the incip 
ient ease should be sent to the 
institution at once. When he is 
there he enters a training school 
more exacting in its require¬ 
ments than ever he experienced 
in the classroom. That is the 
value of institutional education 
in the prevention of tubercu¬ 
losis. Nevertheless, a fallacy 
exists in some minds which en¬ 
courages the unenlightened to 
-ban the patient of a tubercular 
ward as if he were suffering 
from the plague. Yet he is a 
much safqr member of society 
as far as contagion is concerned 
when he has been in the sana¬ 
torium for three months as an 
active subject than when he was 
4 |t large with an incipient but 
developing attack and without 
instruction. 

MERVILLE.

Nobody expected the Merville 
settlement to pay a dividend 
upon the Governqtent’s invest 
ment in twelve months. It is 
highly problematical whether 
the agricultural wealth of the 
Province will be materially in¬ 
creased by this particular unit 
of development for some little 
time to come. At best the scheme 
was an experiment at the outset 
and it is a waste of time for Op¬ 
position members of the Legisla¬ 
ture to manufacture political 
capital out of an enterprise of 
this sort. But it should be re¬ 
membered that during the 
period in which it has been ne¬ 
cessary for the Government to 
provide the hinds more than one 
hundred and sixty retnrned men 
have been engaged . in work 
which has yielded a living wage 
and assured them a farm of 
their own. If one hundred and 
aixty farms—or even two-thirds 
of that nnmber^-are producing 
foodstuffs and providing their 
owners with a decent living in 
three or four years, from now 
the scheme will have to be pro¬ 
nounced an economie success 
notwithstanding the possibility 
that increased productive values 
may not reimburse the Provin 
ciai Treasury for a lew year*.

CITY GOVERNMENT 

Private Bill Will Cause. Many 
Important Changes 

Radical changes In various de¬ 
partments of Victoria's clvle govern¬ 
ment will result from the passage of 
Victoria’s Private Bill, which will be 
given the Legislature’s final O, K. 
next week, it is expected, x 

Most important, perhaps. Is the In¬ 
auguration of a two-year term for 
aldermen—a change which, however, 
does not apply to Mayors. The Legis¬ 
lature refused to make thla change, 
as proposed by the civic authorities, 
so that at the next civic election five 
aldermen—those who come highest In 
the poll—will be elected to hold office 
for two years and the other five for 
one year. 

These aldermen will not be elected 
early In January as formerly but on 
the second Wednesday in December. 
Nomination day will be the first 
Wednesday In December. This change 
was made because the civic authori¬ 
ties thought, and the Legislature 
agreed, that It waa advisable for the 
new council to commence its business 
at the beginning of the new year. A 
similar system will be put Into effect 
in Vancouver next December as a re¬ 
sult of legislation passed this session 
Csn Regulate Cabarets. 

Complete powers to regulate 
caharete Is given the civic authori- 
teis In the Private Bill. As a result 
the new Police Commission. If it feels 
so disposed alter ita investigation of 
cabarets, can proceed to “clean up” 
these establishments. last Fall 
when complaints about cabarets first 
reached the cfvic authorities Mayor 
Porter announced his Intention of 
getting legislation which Would per¬ 
mit him and his colleagues to see that 
oabarsts and the entertainments con¬ 
ducted in them, were kept above 
question. 

To Lioenee Bicycles. 

Licensing of bicycles will corns 
Into sffect here as soon as the civic 
authorities can make the necessary 
arrangements. The private Bill gives 
the city power to levy a fee of $1 a 
year on every owner and to force all 
owners to give notice of the sale of 
their machines. License tags will be 
tied to bicycles or else numbers will 
bo stamped on the frames. 

The most-discussed clause In the 
bill provides that the price for which 
the Corporation may. sell reverted 
lands shall not affect the assessment 
of adjoining landa Many members 
of the Legislature objected to this 
provision on the ground that it 
helped to perpetuate the present 
system of inflated. assessments, but 
a majority thought that the 'city 
should be helped out of the dif¬ 
ficulty created/by the reversion of 
large quantities of lands at tax sale*.

Orest Cost. 

M. Kato dwelt on how the ad¬ 
vanced cost of building and the in¬ 
creased size of capital ships had 
♦-noripoualy expanded Japan's naval 
expenditures until the budget of 1921 
carried $ 250 , 000,000 for this purpose 
alone. He said the coat of produc¬ 
tion was approximately twice what 
it was before the war, but he ex¬ 
plained that Japan's determination 
to build big ships was not due to 
her own Initiative but to the neces¬ 
sity of following the latest type of 
capital ship In the great navies. 

No Competition. 

"I regret very much to see sinister 
propagandists or mischief-makers 
trying to attriblute our naval pro¬ 
gramme to a desire to compete with 
the United Htate# navy." he said. 
"Nothing could be more preposterous 
and absurd than this contention 
Needless ttr-say, the Japanese navy 
desires the ebst cordial relations with 
the United States navy.” 

Reduction of Armemerith. 

"What is your attitude regarding 
a conference for the discussion of the 
restneton of armaments7” he was 
asked. 

."The Japanese Government,” he re¬ 
plied. "Joined the League of Nations 
and in doing so supported thb^princi-. 
ple of the. reduction of armaments 
Whenever there Is an International 
conference on aramment reduction, I 
■hall be only too glad to co-operate 
honestly with other Government* to 
give effect to this principle. 

Tor Reasonable Extent. 

"Although there Is a clamor for re¬ 
striction or armament* throughout the 
world, yet, taking into con*lderatlon 
the real International *ituat!on and 
the present status of: the naval pow¬ 
ers, I do not believe^dua relatively in¬ 
ferior navy should lead, the way in re¬ 
ducing. nor that we should curtail our 
established plan. If a dependable in¬ 
ternational agreement comes into be¬ 
ing whsrby all naval powers should 
agree to restrict their naval forces, 
however. I would be very glad to Join 
lQ A reasonable extent if a suitable 
formula could be agreed upon. 

’Therefore, 1 do not insist on the 
completion, of our so-called ‘eight- 
i eight’ programme.”

ing desperately to-night, with hand- 
to-hand combat* at the railroad sta¬

The rattle of maehtne gnn'flm the 
crash of hand grenade# exploding and 
the popping of rifles hare been going 
on steadily for the last three hour*. 
Two thousand police were holding the 
east half of the town. whUe 1.500 
workmen were In possession of the 
western section. All the workers are 
heavily armed and well disciplined. 

Changed Hands. 

The Intensity of the fighting may 
be Judged from tbe fact that the rail¬ 
road station changed Rpnds twice in 
the twenty- minute# preceding the 
filing ot- this dispatch.

EMPIRE IN DU 
LECTURER ALLEGES 

Dr. Hardiker Continues Ad¬ 
dresses on India Here - 


"When the Bolsheviks, the 8lnn 
Felners sad tne Buwrajaylst* get to¬ 
gether. look out for the Empire! I>ld 
you get that? I will repeat It." said 
Dr. K. 8. Hardiker, Hindu lecturer, at 
the Labor Hall last night. 

Threaten Boycott. 

Buwrajaya means “self determina¬ 
tion.” Indians are at present work¬ 
ing on a non-co-operative scheme, 
explained the speaker, whereby in¬ 
stead of co-operating with British in¬ 
stitutions Indians will boycott every¬ 
thing English and set up their own in 
place of those institutions now exist¬ 
ing. They will refuse to patronise 
British schools, collages, and uni¬ 
versities. and will even boycott 
British clothing, a substitute having 
been provided. 

A large crowd turned out to hear 
the speaker, who waa scheduled to 
lecture on Bolshevism, but his en¬ 
thusiasm ran to matters pertaining to 


lug treatment of Indiana residing in 
other Dominions; the total disregard 
of Indiana* feelings by glorifying 
General Dyer’s admlntotratton. 

"My lecture la going to depend on 
these points," said the speaker. He 
quoted speeches and re¬ 

ports of British statesmen, some of; 
whom were favorable to India and 
some claiming that reports of condi* 
tlons were exaggerated. He quoted 
numerous writers on Indian affairs, 
including W. B. Thornton, who wrote 
that the railways are good. Irrigation 
1s good, but neither one Is good 
enough to compensate for the chan¬ 
nel opening the drain that has struck 
to India’s very heart, and has drained 
up thq mainspring of her energy.” 

"Blgby says that It is a case of tha 
stronger nation sucking the blood of 
the weaker,” continued the speaker. 

Indian Expenditure*. 

~Cp to 1»I1 the maintenance of the 
Indian office in London was paid out 
of the Indian treasury. The State 
Secretary, pensioned English officer*, 
and even General Dyer, although he 
murdered over 1.200 men, women and 
children, and tha cost of foreign 
wars, all are paid by India.” 

The speaker claimed that in one 
case alone, a civil servant who went 
to India a poor man left the country 
a millionaire. 

"About $500,000,000 la collected an¬ 
nually from India In taxes, and one- 
sixth of the total revenue i» taken 
from, opium, salt and In excise duties. 

"The viceroy receives, at present 
rate of exchange, about $85,000 a 
year, and as Commander-In-Chief, 
about $58,000. The President of the 
United State*, also Commander-In- 
Chief. get* 5T8.000; Lloyd Oeorg*. 
Premier of England, gets about 540.- 
000 under the recent increase. Gov¬ 
ernor* In ]Lndla get about $40,000. and 
Governor* In the United 8tates range 
from $1,000 to $4,000. a few $12.000., 
Compare these salaries, you Bolshe¬ 
vist*!” 

"In India men work from sun-up 
to sun-down and get $108 a year. 
Industrial workers are .80 per cent, 
strong, and farmer* 72 per cent, 
strong, and the farmer Is more mis¬ 
erable than the Industrial worker. 
Ninety per cent, of the^population is 
like that, nine pel' cent, are bourge- 
olse, as you say. and one per cent, the 
big lords. So you csn understand 
who are Bolshevists, and why they 
are Bolshevists,” remarked Dr. Hard¬ 
iker. 4. 

The speaker spoke of the 8. 8. 
Komagata Msm, which brought over 
a shipload of Hindus In 1814. who 
were refused admission to British 
Columbia. "All of these men who 
reached the Punjab created a sen¬ 
sation. and are helping to awaken 
the people of India to a. realisation of 
existing conditions." he explained.
